Rent Relief Vote Urged! 

The Board of &ui)ervlsors called upon the Legislature 
to place a renter relief Constitutional Amendment before 
the vx) ers at the next available General Election. 

Acting on a motion by Supervisor Baxter Ward, the 
projxxsed motion w'ouid grant to renters the right to de¬ 
duct their share of the Property Tax from their Income 
Tax. This would place renters on a more equal footing 
with homeowners. 

The proposal will also provide renters with a choice 
Ix'tween a $100 a year renters’ credit (up from tlie current 
$37 a year, or the new deduction. The renters’ credit is 
designed to increase annually with the rate of inflation. 

Supervisor Baxter Ward stated, “renters pay property- 
taxes and have been discriminated against for too long. A 
portion of each renter’s monthly rent bill goes to pay 
the property taxes on their apartment. In that regard, 
they are no different from homeowners. It is not fair to 
have the renters pay the bill and the landlords get the 
tax break. I hope the Legislature will act swiftly. This 
unfairness has gone on too long.”

It's so hard to believe that 
fall is actually here. Yet it 
was only two weeks ago that 
the Autumn time of the year 
was briskly ushered in by 
Santa Ana winds that made 
the skies a deep, beautiful 
blue, the mountains spark¬ 
ling clean, and the garden 
ever so diy, requiring al¬ 
most daily watering. 

Several days before the 
autumnal equinox we ex¬ 
perienced a drizzly Sunday 
during which I had a cheery 
fire crackling in the fire¬ 
place nearly ,all day long. 
And amost a week before 
that we had a very rainy 
Tuesday ... a time when 
a dry, thirsty earth greedi¬ 
ly gulped down great gobs 
of water, absorbing every 
last precious drop. 

Earlier during the sum¬ 
mer monotonous hot spells 
were punctuated briefly by 
noisy thundershowers. Re¬ 
member the white, puffy, 
compact clouds rising slowly 
over the mountains? And 
how about those tropical 
hurricanes exerting their in¬ 
fluence from all the way 
down by Baja California, 
creating unbearably humid 
weather in a usually dry 
climate! 

Our weather has been in¬ 
credible, and I seriously 
wonder if our major weath¬ 
er patterns aren’t changing! 
Long spells of drought! Per¬ 
iodic winters with torrential 
rains . . . accumlating two 
or three times our average 
yearly rainfall! Summers, 
now, with thunderstorms in 
August, winter-type rains in 
September, and general 1 y 
unpleasant, humid weather 
in June, July and August! If 
I’m not mistaken, this type 
of summer was non-existent 
20 or 30 years ago when 
people fled that very same 
weather condition of the 
Mid-west and East to come 
to California’s comfortable, 
even-tempered clime. 

The drought - versus - tor¬ 
rential - rains situation is 
being studied by many 
scientists, inclu d i n g, of 
course , meteorologists, and 
strangely those who study 
the sun! They are trying to 
correlate our changea b 1 e 
weather with the eleven 
year cycle of sun spot ac¬ 
tivity! And, at the moment, 
there does seem to be a cor¬ 
responding link between the 
years when sun spot activity 
is greatest and those times 
when our weather is very 
dramatic,' and perhaps chan¬ 
geable! 

In any event bur weather 
is something we often talk 


about, yet are .unable to 
change. We can only hope 
to cope with it! 

PUC Approves 
Annual Reduction 
For SoCal Cros Co, 

The state Public ,Utilities 
Commi.ssion recently a p - 
proved a $10,748,000 annual 
rate reduction for customers 
of Southern California Gas 
Company. 

The reduction amounts to 
a uniform .154 cents per 
therm and will become ef¬ 
fective immediately. 

The decrease reflects a 
portion of an increase the 
PUC granted SoCal Gas in 
August. Included for rate¬ 
making purposes was an op¬ 
erating expense for a cash 
incentive program designed 
to encourage customers to 
insulate their attics. The 
program was prohibited by 
a prior PUC decision. 

Bills for a typical residen¬ 
tial usage of 40 therms In 
the summer will go down 
about six cents a months, 
while bills for a tvpical resi¬ 
dential usage of 150 therms 
in the winter will decrease 
about 23 cents a month.
